95-103 LEG SLATI VE UPDATE

Mary Henderson, Governnment Affairs Director, was present to update the Board regarding activities of the 1995 | egislative session
She stated that the Senate CGovernment Affairs Committee will be considering Senate Bill No. 84, the NACO proposal s regardi ng
increases in elected officials salaries, on February 22nd; that the Chairman of the conmittee has requested confirmation fromthe
Board that they understand the fiscal inpact this would have on the County and that they concur with the recomendati ons nmade by
NACO. She expl ai ned the proposed salaries for the various positions; stated that the elected officials have not had an increase
since 1989; and that in calculating it out for the Sheriff and the District Attorney, the figures are very close to what the CP
has been for the period.

Commi ssi oner Bradhurst stated that he feels the salaries of the Sheriff, the District Attorney, the County Clerk and the other
full-time elected officials should be adjusted in accordance with the CPl; but that the Commi ssioners should not be in a position
of setting their own salaries; that he would favor the Conm ssioners receiving whatever increases the Governor has given to the
State enpl oyees; and that that is what he would want to convey to the conmittee. He al so asked what the County has provided its
own workers since 1989 stating that it would be helpful to conmpare those nunbers al so

Conmmi ssi oner Sins pointed out that the CPlI is an index, but that it does not nmean that the private sector, the taxpayers, have
received increases accordingly; and that that should al so be taken into consideration. Comni ssioner Sins al so expressed concern
that the other elected officials salaries are entirely set by the State and the Board has no authority to grant increases or
establish a "pay-for-performance" systemfor these individuals.

The Board directed that Ms. Henderson apply the CPI to all of the elected officers salaries to be sure the proposed sal aries are
within that range and to pull together the other information regarding increases received by the County enpl oyees, the State
enpl oyees and the private sector for the Board to use in drafting a letter to the Senate Governnent Affairs Conmittee regarding
their support of this |egislation.

Ms. Henderson then briefly touched on other |egislative business such as the "hone rule" |egislation proposed by C ark County and
distributed a copy of that bill draft as well as the indigent care issue.

County Manager John Maclntyre noted that a revised draft Menorandum of Agreenent had been distributed to the Board at the Caucus
nmeeting. He also stated that John Hester, Director, Departnment of Conprehensive Planning, prepared a background report that he
wi shed to go over with the Board.

M. Hester went through the report in detail starting with the Menorandum of Understandi ng between the County, the Cities and
Sierra Pacific Power Conpany, explaining the various objectives and concerns of all the parties involved, the concerns of Sierra
Paci fic of the possibility of being regulated by a conpetitor, the need to | ook at all aspects of water managenent and pl anni ng as
one integrated system and the need to acconplish all of this in the public forum He explained that the Water Pl anning

Commi ssion, with all the authority of the |and use planning comr ssions, is the beginning of the process where there will be

pl anned conformance and a | ot of participation in review ng water projects.

M. Hester stated that another very inportant issue is the pursuit of a single regional water purveyor and he tal ked at |ength of
t he past negotiations whereby the County consi dered purchasing the water utility from Sierra Pacific and Sierra Pacific considered
purchasi ng the County water systens, noting that the Board of Directors of Sierra Pacific has now deci ded they do not want to sel



their water system He al so discussed the studies perforned by Resource Managenent International (RM) in 1990 and again in 1993
and reviewed in detail the objectives of the studies as well as the resulting alternatives and reconmendati ons that RM suggest ed.
M. Hester also discussed the community neetings that were held during that tine to explain the ideas to the people and to obtain
public input regarding the proposals. He then answered questions of the Board.

M ke Reed, Sierra Pacific Power Conpany, advised that their Board of Directors did decide a couple of years ago that they did not
want to sell the water utility, and that now, because of their current nerger, they are legally prohibited fromselling the water
system so that is not an option any |longer. He al so discussed the public neeting process that occurred in 1993 and stated that,
if that is done again, there needs to be a lot nmore information put together for the people and a much nore participatory process
than it was back then.

Dave Howard, Chanmber of Comrerce, stated that the Chanber is very interested in water and water policy in this conmunity and woul d
like to stay informed and be involved in this process.
